Gypped By Exchange 
Rates Over In France 


Some _ interesting information 
comes from Pvt. Walter Lusa, who 
is getting around quite a bit over 
in Europe. He sends a set of the 
new AMG stamps for’ use in 
France, those that we printed in 
the United States in values from 
5c to 5 Franc, Nine stamps in all. 
He states this is the complete set 
altho we have seen mention of a 
10 France value but can not con- 
firm it. 

Pvt. Lusa states that he heard 
that but 200,000 sets had been 
printed. We seriously question this 
figure as that would be a very 
small number. Least wise he states 
that these were put on sale in 
Corsica and that he purchased 
them on the first days of sale on 
that Island, but he does not state 
the date. He says further that he 
was permitted to buy but ten sets. 

Our correspondent also sends 
another value of the stamp with 
the large rooster pictured on it as 
illustrated some few weeks ago. 
This is a 70c green. 

Speaking of buying stamps, our 
correspondent states that the 
Americans with their pay in the 
AMG Currency suffer a loss of 
practically 50% in exchange. The 
AMG notes are given the boys on 
a basis of one Franc equals 2c 
American Money, The joker is 
that the French people value 
their Franc at only one cent 
American Money so that in spend- 
ing this AMG money the boys are 
obliged to pay double for every- 
thing they buy from shopkeepers. 
The AMG money however is ac- 
cepted by the French Postoffices 
at 2c per Franc, but stamp dealers 
who offer stamps which the boys 
wish to buy accept it only at Ic 
per Franc. 


The More We Search, 
The More Confusing 
Is The Korean Flag 





Dozens of readers from all over 
the country have’ been hunting 
down the Korean Flag and we 
have come to the conclusion that 
the longer we look, the less we 
understand about this flag for few 
reports from all sources agree. 

We have copies of all kinds of 
information from Atlases of many 
publishers, from “Lloyd’s Book of 
House of Flags and Funnels” and 
from many other books and publi- 
cation offered at  authoratives, 
but few of them agree with each 
other, 

Perhaps the best we can do wili 
await the time when Korea will 
be free again when doubtless there 
will be a flag and if love of flag 
and lo¥e of country springs eter- 
nal in the breat of the Koreans 
as it is supposed to do in the 
breasts of all native sons of what- 
ever country, we will doubtless 
see the old flag of Korea as the 
standard for the country and then 
we may be able to find out just 
what is what. 





‘Pearl Harbor Mail 


Was Salvaged From 
The USS Oklahoma 


From the oily murk that filled 
the depths of the capsized USS 
Oklahoma before Navy _ salvage 
experts righted the battleship, 17 
identifiable personal letters have 
been saved. Most of them have 
already been returned to either 
the original addressee or the sen- 
der. Flaked, oil soaked and charr- 
ed, these letters were salvaged 
when the Oklahoma was refloated 
from her Pear] Harbor grave in 
February, 1944. They bear mute 
testimony to the suddenness and 
tragedy of the December 7. 1941 
attack when the lumbering big 





; battleship turned on its side after 


Jap torpedoes had struck. These 17 
letters probably only a very small 
proportion of all the mail that was 
lost have been opened by time 
and water. 

Some of them were Christmas 
cards, destined for sailors’ families 
in the States. Some of them had 
been mailed on Saturday and bear 
a clear bold postmark, “USS Okla- 
homa, December 6, P. M.. 1941.” 
Some were advertisements and in- 
stitutional letters, some were per- 
sonal letters with writing now so 
faded that they look like ancient 
documents. 

On those where the envelope is 
still at least partially intact there 
are pink and purple stamps with 
most of the dye washed away. But 
standing out distinctly over the 
stamps is the indelible cancella- 
tion mark, “Buy Defense Bonds 
and Stamps.” A number of these 
letters were held together only 
by the thick caked oil in which 
they were preserved. Identifica- 
tion of the letters has been made 
through combination of meticu- 
lous study of the readable por- 
tions of the mail plus imagination 
to fill in. where the -writing had 
been worn away. When the letters 
were separated from the debris 
when the Oklahoma was _ being 
cleaned out they were turned over 
to the postal authorities since the 
Post Office Department was hand- 
ling Navy mail when the war 
started. Since that time however, 
the Navy Postal Service has been 
established and expanded to the 
point where a complete directory 
service for all past and present 
Naval personnel is available. The 
Post Office therefore forwarded 
the 17 letters to the Navy in 
Washington. Officers from the 
Postal Affairs Section, Division of 
Naval Communications took the 
letters, each placed in a separated 
protective envelope, to the rec- 
ords office in the Bupers. After 
a careful search 13 of the 17 let- 
ters were successfully identified 
and routed tc the new duty sta- 
tions of the men who were intend- 
ed to receive them or who had 
written them to friends. The other 
four letters have not been suffi- 
ciently identified largely because 
water and oil had removed part 
of the name and searchers have 
not been able to guess the miss- 
ing letters correctly. 

The identification job was eas- 
iest for those letters on which the 
addresses had been typed or clear- 
ly written with a dark indelible 
ink. The Navy does not know how 
much mail was totally lost when 
the ship capsized; every piece 
that could have been salvaged 
however, has been given directory 
service and restored to its sen- 
der or addressee,

7novca much has appeared in 
the A. S. M. of late on the 
subject of Solomon Island stamps, 
I have not seen anywhere a des- 
cription of the subjects which 
form the designs for the George 
VI pictorial issue. The — series 
comprising the issue is universal- 
ly admitted to be a very fine 
production, and the subjects used 
leave little room for criticism. 
Undoubtedly the stamps produced 
from early photographs by the 
Rev. J. F. Goldie, the veteran 
missionary, “whose continuous 
residence at Munda for 41 years 
is an epic, are the finest of the 
designs of the issue. 

Some of us keenly interested 
in philately, and in the Solomons, 
could have wished the series had 
included close up views of the 
prow and stern of the canoe that 
has been so typical of Solomon 
Island issues, but it is understood 
that the costs of engraving and 
printing prevented some of the 
best subjects being produced. The 
design of the first two Solomon 
Islands was the production of 
the first Resident Commissioner, 
Mr. C. M. Woodford, C. M. G., and 
is repregentative of a canoe on 
Tulagi Harbour, with the island 
of Tulagi outlined in the back- 
ground, but the canoe pictured 
thereon is certainly not a Florida 
canoe, but is a New Georgian 
“Tomoko.” The prow and stern 
of this canoe are beautifully in- 
laid with nautilus shell in at- 
tractive and elaborate designs. 

A few notes on the designs 
used in the Pictorial Series may 
be of interest in whole or in part. 

¥%2d, Stamp.—This design de- 
picts the various types of spears 
used by Solomon Island natives, 
in fighting, hunting and fishing. 
The four-pronged spear is used 
in fishing, and the single pointed 
one in hunting as well as in fight- 
ing, but those showing barbs are 
real fighting types, some of which 
were tipped with human bone. 
Some of those illustrated have no 
doubt come from the island of 
Bougainville, which is part of the 
territory of New Guinea, the 
home of the finest spears of the 
Solomon Group. 

Then super-imposed on_ the 
spears’ is shield such as was 
used in the New Georgia, Choi- 
seul and Vella Lavella areas. The 
production does not do justice to 
this wonderfully made decorative 
implement, which really is a 
work of art. One such hangs on 
my wall before me as I write, its 
length being about 3 feet and its 
greatest width 10 inches. It is 
made of the plaited epidermis of 
a climbing fern, overwrappd on 
reeds, and near the top end there 
is a slight slit through which the 
warrior can glance. The whole 
shield is elaborately designed in 
black with patterns representa- 
tive of the sacred frigate bird. 
The natives of the western Solo- 
mons were the fiercest and most 
feared fighters of the group. 

1d. Stamp.—On the left section 
of this stamp is depicted a typical 
representative of the armed na- 
tive constabulary of the Solomon 
Islands government. This as a fine 
body of men, upright, strapping 
fellows, well trained, dressed in a 
plain khaki lavalava, fastened a- 
round the waist with a cummer- 
bund, the colour of which varies 
according to their rank, and sur- 
mounted by a polished leather 
belt, their fine physique earning 
them the name. “bronze statues.”

Two members of the Solomon 
Island native constabulary have 
received decorations in this war. 
They are retired Sergeant-Major 
Vusa, who received the George 
Medal, and Corporal  Lauigani- 
baea,’ who received the’ British 
Empire Medal. It was Vusa who, 
engaged on dangerous intelligence 
work, was captured by the Japa- 
nese, tied to a tree, threatened in 
order to extract information of 
vital importance, and when he 
refused to speak was bayonetted 
in the chest, arm and face, but 
still refused to speak, and was 
then bayonetted in the face and 
stomach and left for dead. Reviv- 
ing, he crawled back to American 
lines and insisted on giving im- 
portant informtaion before being 
taken to the hospital for medical 
attention. 

The other figure is that of a 
native chief in all his finery, 
armlets, leglets, necklace, belt and 
head ornament, holding his club 
and wearing his primitive loin 
covering. 


11%4d. Stamp.—This stamp shows 
a view of Auki Island, the gov- 
ernment station off the northwes- 
ern coast of the island of Malaita 
and is the station of the District 
Officer for this part of the group. 

Malaita is the most thickly popu- 
lated part of the group, having 
approximately 43,000 people, and 
it is the chief centre from which 
indentured labour is recruited. 
The last occasion when white peo- 
ple were massacred by Solmono Is- 
land natives was when the Dis- 
trict Officer, Mr. W. R. Bell, and 
a cadet (Mr. Lillies) and 13 Ma- 
laita members of the native con- 
stabulary were done to death at 
Sinarango, in October, 1927. Ma- 
laita type native canoes are seen 
in front of Auki Island on this 
stamp. 

2d. Stamp, —This is the first of 
the series produced from photo- 
graphs supplied by the Rev. J. 
F. Goldie, of the Methodist Mis- 
sion, Munda, New Georgia. All the 
plates supplied by him were taken 
over 30 years ago on a half-plate 
camera. This shows a typical na- 
tive dwelling house of the New 
Georgia area, called Paili, namely, 
a house on the beach. The photo- 
graph was taken on the shores of 
the Roviana Lagoon, just to the 
east of Munda Point. The New 
Georgian natives are the finest 
house builders of the group. Note 
the fine decorative work in the 
house. At the rear are to be seen a 
coconut palm at right and a ban- 
ana palm at left, whilst in the 
foreground is a typical “tomoko” 
nearing completion. 

24d. Stamp.—The New Georgian 
natives were recognised as the 
finest canoe builders of the group, 
natives were recognized as the 
and on this stamp is featured 
the war canoe of New Georgia 
group and Choseul Is- 
land, called the “tomoko.” Large 
canoes of this type were frequent- 
ly nearly 50 feet long, and the 
prow and stern were beautifully 
inlaid with nautilus shell. In the 
Australian Museum in Sydney is 
a fine example of this tomoko, 
full sized, showing the elaborate 
decorative work, presented by Mr. 
H. Wickham, of Hombapeka, half 
a mile off the Munda coast of 
New Georgia, in the Roviana La- 
goon, and is well worthy of in- 
spection by Solomon Island col- 
lectors.* 
One writer says that not even 
the gondolas of Venice are more 
exquisitely graceful than these 
craft. 
This stamp also is from a plate 
supplied by the Rev. Goldie, and 
the view was taken from near 
Hombapeka Island, looking  to- 
wards Munda Point, where the fa- 
miliar contour of the hills at the 
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back of Munda can be seen be- 
hind the coconut palms fringing 
the shore, whilst in the  fore- 
ground is a fine large Tomoko, 
with 18 paddlers. Frequently large 
tomokos required over 30 pad- 
dlers. It will be noted that the 
prow of the canoe is lower than 
the stern. In neither of the first 
two issues of Solomon stamps was 
the tomoko correctly drawn, 
though in the first issue there is 
a slight suggestion of a lower 
prow. The second issue incorrect- 
ly shows the prow and stern of 
the same height. 

In the bad old head hunting 
days, a canoe of this type could 
not be launched until a suitable 
number of human heads had been 
secured for the ceremony. At the 
prow of the canoe, just above the 
waterline there should be illustra- 
ted one of the grotesque heads, 
with glaring eyes, large ears, long 
nose and a prominent mouth, all 
inlaid with nautilus shell in in- 
tricate patterns, known as the 
Nguzunguzu, or “mouth.” This 
figure head is to keep watch for 
hidden dangers, evil spirits, or 
reefs, and then to warn those in 
the canoe, but even in this fine 
representation of the Tomoko, 
that figure is missing! ! At the top 
of the high stern, there is a 
double-side@ head carved from a 
flat piece of wood, with one face 
towards the port ,and the other 
towards the starboard side. It is 
a kind of guardian spirit watch- 
ing over the safety of those in the 
canoe, in natives eyes an exalted 
type of “Mr. Facing Both Ways.” 

3d. Stamp.—This stamp depicts 
one of the Solomon Island locali- 
ties most in the news in these 
days, namely, Munda Point, on the 
southwest corner of New Georgia. 
This point is the headquarters of 
the Methodist Missionary Society 
of New Zealand, and it was on this 
point that the Rev. Goldie land- 
ed on May 23rd, 1902, to begin 
the work. The picture from which 
the stamp is produced was taken 
from the end of the Mission 
wharf, Today Munda Point is the 
main Japanese airfield for the 
central Solomons, pounded _al- 
most daily by Allied air forces. 
The stamp shows a view looking 
south over Munda Point, to the 
island of Rendova in the back- 
ground. Batieta Point of Rendova 
Island is shown, and the ridge 
behind which rises to 2,800 feet. 

The small island to the right is 
Kundukundu Hite, where there is 
a small boat anchorage, to the 
left of which small boats may 
cross the reef from the Roviana 
Lagoon, and, traversing Blanche 
Channel, enter Rendova Harbour. 
The small island near the point of 
Munda is Nusa Hopei-Two typical 
New Georgian tomokos are also 
featured. 


444d. Stamp.—This stamp also 
is from a plate of the Rev. Gol- 
die. It is the house of a chiefly 
person, and is called a Pulu, which 
signifies a type of house built 
away from the beach. For the 
opening ceremony of such a house 
in olden days human heads were 
required. The New Georgian na- 
tives were the most celebrated 
headhunters of the Solomons, and 
the islands of Choiseul, Ysabel 
and the Russel Group were de- 
vastated by their raiding parities, 
necessitating punitive action by 
the authorities in order to dis- 
courage the ardour of these dough- 
ty warriors. 

6d. Stamp.—This stamp de- 
picts a typical coconut plantation, 
whrere generally speaking’ the 
palm trees are planted in diagonal 
rows, the palms being about 30 
feet apart. The objects at the sides 
are symbolical representations of 
young growing coconuts ready for 
planting out, In the Pacific Islands 
coconuts are left to fall fully rip- 
ened and dried from the tree. 
Then in a few months, if they 
are not gathered and treated for 
copra, they begin to sprout, and 
as the growth of the nut contin- 
ues so does its usefulness for copra 
decrease, for as the nut sprouts 
the cocnut inside decreases 
being used up by the grow- 


ing plant, until the whole dis- 
appears in the root system. Copra 
is the chief product of the Solo- 
mons, and that fact, no doubt, ac- 
counts for the subject of this 
stamp. 

1/-Stamp.— This stamp pictures 
the breadfruit which must have 
been named either by a land agent 
with an idea to sell or by a per- 
son with a depraved taste, for it 
is neither like bread nor like an 
edible fruit. To most people eating 
breadfruit is like trying to masti- 
cate cotton-wool. Some people 
speak with rapture of the delicious 
breadfruit, but if that type grows 
in the Solomon Islands, I have: 
yet to taste it. 


2/Stamp.—This stamp signifies 
the inclusion within the British 
Solomon Islands Protectorate of 
the Santa Cruz Group, where the 
fourth post office of the group is 
located, namely, Vanikoro. When 
Mendana set out to colonise the 
Solomons, in 1595, 28 years after 
his initial discovery of the group, 
he failed to locate them, but 
landed instead on the island of 
Santa Cruz, and there, at the 
head of Graciosa Bay, began to 
build his city. To the north of 
Graciosa Bay is an active volcanic 
peak rising majestically 2,000 feet 
from the ocean, called Hinakula, 
This is the peak shown on this 
stamp. The second largest island 
of this group in Vanikoro, where 
La Perouse’s expedition was lost 
in 1788, his ships being wrecked 
on the reefs near Pau Village. 
..2/6 Stamp.—This stamp pic- 
tures the Megapode, a bird which 
buries its eggs in the warm sand, 
leaving them there to be hatched 
by the warmth of the sand. The 
bird is only the size of a small

10/- Stamp.—Same as 4144,

The United States had Postal 
Notes from 1884 to 1894, They 
were limited, however, to fixed 
amounts and inasmuch as they 
were payable to bearer, they 
lacked the security of the con- 
ventional money order, 

The new Postal Note is designed 
as a safe, convenient and eco- 
nomical way of sending through 
the mails amounts of money not 
exceeding $10. Simplified methods 
of sale and accounting makes it 
possible to handle the Notes at 
a uniform fee of 5c. The con- 
ventional money order is not be- 
ing displaced by the new Note. 

This is the procedure that will 
be followed when Postal Notes 
become available: A person who 
wants a Postal Note for $2.93 will 
go to the money order window. 
The clerk will affix a 90c and a 
3c stamp to a $2 Postal Note, and 
exchange the Note for $2.98. There 
are no applications for the pur- 
chaser to fill out, no writing to be 
done by the clerk. The purchaser 
leaves the window, writes in the 
name of the payee on the Note, 
detaches his record stub on which 
he records the payee’s name, and 
mails the Postal Note. The Note 
itself is a pre-punched calculating 
card form. 

Postal Notes of fixed denomina- 
tions, not exceeding $10, have 
been authorized by law since 1911. 
An amendment to the law was 
approved June 28, 1944, which re- 
moved the limitation of “‘fixed de- 
nominations” and fixed two cal- 
endar months from the date of 
issue as the period of validity.

Yes, you guessed it, the stamp 
should have dates on it, dates just 
as were on the Telegraph, the 
Steamship and _ the _ Railroad 
stamp. 

Our correspondent however 
makes another’ suggestion, he 
says, “Sit still and see the picture 
through, maybe the date is on the 
end of the film and will come up 
at the finish.”

An Answer To Ripley's 


‘Claim That Bessemer 


Invented Postage Stamps 


By James Waldo Faweett, 
In The Washington Star. 

Who invented the adhesive post- 
age stamp? 

Robert L, Ripley, in his draw- 
ing, “Believe It or Not,” published 
in the Washington Times-Herald 
and many other newspapers on 
Tuesday, November 21, claimed 
the honor for Sir Henry Besse- 
mer. A telegram to the cartoonist 
in New York on the same date 
read: “Philatelists commonly cred- 
it Sir Rowland Hill with the in- 
vention of the postage stamp. Are 
they mistaken?” 

In reply, November 24, Mr. Rip- 
ley wrote: “I know there is a 
popular belief that Sir Rowland 
Hill invented the postage stamp. 
But the belief is fallacious. Sir 
Rowland himself admitted that it 
was not he, but Sir Henry Bes- 
semer, to whom the credit js due. 
Sir Henry, for whom the famous 
process of Bessemer steel is 
named, invented ‘a bit of paper 
bearing a stamp, glutinous wash 
covering its back, which by the 
application of a little moisture 
might be attached to the back of 
a letter—in a word the modern 
postage stamp.” 

Meanwhile, the Library of Con- 
gress had been asked to check, 
and Miss Janice Harrington of the 
Division of General Reference and 
Bibliography had been assigned to 
the inquiry. As a result of her 
researches, Robert C. Gooch, 
chief of the division, now reports: 
“In compliance with your request, 
we have consulted the volume en- 
titled ‘Sir Henry Bessemer, F. R. 
S.: An Autobiography’ (London, 
Offices of ‘Engineering,’ 1905) 
and have found that in 1833, at 
the age of 20, young Bessemer in- 
vented a method of taking copies 
from antique and modern basso- 
relievos that enabled him to stamp 
them on cardboard, thus produc- 
ng thousands of embossed copies 
of the finest works of art at a 
small cost. The facility with 
which he could make a permanent 
die, even from a thin paper orig- 
inal, made him realize that there 
was not a government stamp or a 
paper seal of any corporate body 
that could not be forged in a few 
minutes by an unscrupulous per- 
son; and he began to consider 
whether a new sort of stamp could 
be devised which could not be 
forged. 

“After explaining his experi- 
ments, with numerous proofs of 
the ease with which stamps could 
be forged, to Sir Charles Presley, 
Chief of the Stamp Office, Presley 
was convinced that the govern- 
ment was being defrauded of 
thousands of pounds of revenue 
each year and urged Bessemer to 
work out the principle of his in- 
vention more fully. The result was 
a stamp of circular design, about 
2% inches in diameter, and con- 
sisted of the garter, with the mot- 
to in capital letters surrounded by 
a crown. Within the garter was a 
shield with the words ‘Five 
Pounds,’ and the space between 
the shield the garter was filled 
with perforations in imitation of 
lace. 

“The Stamp Office authorities 
were greatly pleased with the new 
design and decided to adopt it, 
and offered Bessemer the position 
of superintendent of stamps in lieu 
of a monetary award from the 
Treasury. Bessemer hurried to tell 
his fiancee of the position which 
seemed to assure his future and 
enable him to marry. When he 
showed her his new parchment 
stamp and explained how it could 
not be removed from the parch- 
ment and used again, she an- 
swered: ‘Yes, I understand this: 
but surely, if all the stamps had 
a date put on them, they could 
not at a future time be used again 
without detection.’ When he real- 
ized the truth of this statement 
and considered that movable dates 
were possible by drilling holes in

the steel die then in use and fit- 
ting into each a steel plug or type 
with sunk figures engraved on the 
ends, he felt duty bound to notify 
the Stamp Office of this simple 
and efficient device. Needless to 
say, the new scheme was pre- 
ferred to inaugurating the more 
elaborate plan which Bessemer 
had devised, so that his first plan 
was abandoned and he was in- 
formed that no new superintend- 
ent to stamps would be needed 
because the old dies, old presses 
and old workmen could be em- 
ployed and the changes involved 
would be slight. ‘ 

“Thus it happened that Besse- 
mer never received any compen- 
sation of any kind and he declares 
that the secret of his first inven- 
tion has been ‘carefully guarded 
to this day.’” 

From all of which the average 
collector may conclude that per- 
haps Mr. Ripley is correct in 
asserting that Sir Henry Bessemer 
invented the adhesive postage 
stamp and that it is likewise a 
fair inference from the data 
quoted that he had something to 
do with inventing the standard 
canceling technique and machin- 
ery still used. But Sir Henry did 
not publicize his invention and 
there is no present evidence to 
show that Sir Rowland ever heard 
of it. Therefore it is conceivable 
that Sir Rowland independently 
invented the adhesive postage 
stamp which, in the form of the 
famous Penny Black of May 6, 
1840, actually started “the world’s 
most popular hobby.”

After 
dinner you’d chase the kids off to 
bed, to spend as much time with 
this celebrity as he will give you. 
You’d offer him a cigar, bring out 
a bottle, probably round up a few 
of your philatelic friends. Next 
day the celebrity moves off, with 
a promise to accept your hospital- 
ity soon again, You’d naturally 
expect some note of thanks from 
the man, and if it were Mr. Linn 
you’d get it. But supposing it were 
someone else—and no note ever 
came. Nothing came—but silence. 
You’d feel mighty crestfallen and 
your regard for the person would 
vanish into thin air. As a matter 


of fact, you might be angry 
enough to remember ita _ long 
time, and “get even” with him 


when your time came. 

Run through the current issue 
of this paper. Column after col- 
umn is filled with names that are 
familiar to you, some more so 
than others. These are the firms 
who can well afford to advertise 
and do so to keep their names be- 
fore the public. Very often they 
have attractive stamps to sell 
which they offer and you buy. 
They want your business and they 
need your business and because of 
their fidelity and honesty they de- 
serve your business, That’s ex- 
actly why they advertise. ‘Not 
many of them started with two or 
three or six inch single column ads, 
or six inch double or triple col-

umn ads, or full pages. They got 
there because they were on the 
level. On the level with collectors 
and fellow dealers and publishers 
and everyone with whom they 
came into contact. But for the mo- 
ment the men and women and 
firms I want to consider are those 
whose ads appear on page six and 
maybe seven. .- 

Page six. I often wonder on how 
many page sixes of this and other 
philatelic papers the hopes and 
the small fortunes of people who 
were earnest and_ sincere and 
truthful have been washed away? 
Oh yes, page six contains names 
of well known and established 
firms. But it also contains the ad 
of a man or a woman who hopes 
to gain success and a small share 
of fortune. 

Page six 1s the host I. spoke 
about in the opening paragraph. 
Page six offers you a dinner, cig- 
ars and wine, via the medium of 
free stamps or stamps at. cost or 
stamps at their face value in re- 
turn for buying stamps on approv- 
al. To page six, the moment you 
answer an ad, you become the cel- 
ebrity. Page six cordially invites 
you to accept the royal hospitality 
of page six. You send for the free 
stamps or the offer and you also 
receiye approvals. Then what do 
you do? That’s what I’m wonder- 
ing about. What do you do? I 
don’t think you know. You’re a 
busy man or woman. You hold an 
important job. People say ‘“‘yes, 
sir” or “yes ma’am” to you. This 
is a free country. You have a right 
to buy where and what you 
please. No strings attached. But 
back on page six— 

A man or woman becomes phy- 
sically disabled; impossible to 
carry on a regular job, Sometimes 
sickness leaves them too weak to 
do physical labor. More often the 
reason they’re on page six is be- 
cause it’s a start to page one and 
a double column ad. Sometimes on 
page six you'll find hopes and 
dreams, ambitions to become 
another Harris or Scott. All of 
them are right there—on page 
six. They’ve taken from the bank 
or scraped together enough to buy 
some stock, the offer that attracts 
you and to buy their way into 
page six. They sit there waiting 
for yuu. To them you're bigger 
than George Linn or Frank Sina- 
tra or Clark Gable or Lana Turn- 
er. You’re THE customer they’ve 
been waiting for. THE MAN WHO 
COMES’*TO DINNER. And so at 
long last you come, you send for 
the offer and receive the approv- 
als. Very often you fail to return 
them no matter what steps are 
taken; too often it takes a half 
dozen letters or threats to get you 
to send them back. More often 
because the first batch of approv- 
als doesn’t contain the half-dozen 
stamps you have been looking for 
for two years, you return them 
and request no more. 

That’s when the dreams and the 
hopes and the ambitions and yes, 
sometimes the lifetime savings of 
page six come hurtling to the 
ground with the speed of light. 
Perhaps you are too advanced for 
this beginning dealer, in which 
case you would be justified in re- 
questing no more approvals. It is 
not with you that I quarrel. I 
quarrel with the petty chiselers 
who serid for free stamps or some 
offer with no thought of ever re- 
maining a customer longer than it 
takes to get what is being given. 
You’re the same petty, sneaking, 
cry babies that write about the 
dealer who gypped you out of a 
dime in change. As much as I con- 
demn cheating or crooked dealers, 
or call them what you will, I re- 
member page six! 

Perhaps the dealer who cheated 
you today was on page six at one 
time. Perhaps he sat there and 
sweated with his hopes and ambi- 
tions and dreams, while you 
cheated him by mail; perhaps be- 
cause you showed none of the 
milk of human kindness he had to 
take a long, tough beating to get 
where he is. Perhaps you were the 
man who came to dinner and for- 
got to send a note of thanks, The 
novice dealer was willing to break 
his neck to please you—had you 
sent that note to page six. But you 
were too busy; too important. 
Every advertiser, whether he is 
on page ome or six or any other 
page deserves your consideration, 
and before you sit down to write 
a complaining letter to an editor 
or a columnist about how you got 
cheated—remember page six—and 
ask yourself whether YOU'VE al- 
ways played the game on the 
level. Have you returned approv- 
als on time? Have you played fair

Tenth Anniversary 
Of Radio Program 


On November 12, 1944 from 6:15 
to 6:30 P. M., program number 
520 in the series known as_ the 
STAMP CLUB OF TH AIR was 
broadcast over Station WIL, 1230 
ky., St. Louis, Missouri. This 
weekly program is the oldest ra- 
dio program still on the air de- 
voted to stamps and stamp collect- 
ing. 

The November 12 program was 
conducted by Mr. J. Edward Vin- 
ing and had as a guest speaker Mr. 
John D. Pope III. The program 
was founded by Mr. Vining in 
September 1934 and has been pre- 
sented weekly ever since. The 
only programs omitted have been 
due to cancellations for special 
Christmas or other holiday pro- 
grams. In September 1941 tr2 pro- 
gram was taken over by the Ra- 
dio Committee of the Mound City 
Stamp Club and has been con- 
ducted by the Club ever since. 

The 520th program presented a 
birds-eye-view of ten years of 
philatelic news and special pro- 
grams as broadcast by the STAMP 
CLUB OF THE AIR. Mr. Vining 
summarized events during the 
early years and Mr. Pope, who 
has been a member of the group 
presenting the program since Sep- 
tember 1939 and who was Chair- 
man of the Radio Committee un- 
til last month, gave the high lights 
af the more recent programs,

verify his copy. The reply from the 
dealer was to the effect that‘we 
do not list this kind,” although 
no listing was asked for and so 
far no duplicate copy has been 
forthcoming. 

In our above mentioned Sept- 
ember article, mention was made 
concerning three different sheets 
which we referred to as‘A”, “B” 
and ‘‘C”, and the flaws which we 
believed to be constant were list- 
ed for each sheet. The puzzle sug- 
gested three possible solutions: 
(1) One plate may have been re- 
moved for some reason, being re- 
|placed by a third plate; (2) Only 
{two plates may have been used, 
|one having been cleaned and, af- 
| ter being put into use again, it 
showed different markings; and 
| (3) Four plates may have been 
used with only three of them hav- 
ing come to my attention. 

You readers may wonder what 
connection there is between the 
variety “POSTAEE” and our claim 
that the Denmark stamp was 
issued from four different plates. 
We believe that the error “POST- 
AEE” was discovered by officials 
and as a result the plate had to be 
|removed, but since the removal 
of the either the left or the right 
plate alone was impossible with- 
‘out the removal of the other, 
‘both plates had to be discarded. 








_.The result was that two new 
plates were put into use. The 
fact that several sheets of what 


we describe as “A”, “B” and “C” 
are in our possession and part of 
the fourth or“D” sheet is held by 
Mr. Bacon- -and has been thor- 
oughly inspected by us- -leads 
us to assume that the two origi- 
nal plates were both replaced. 
Our description in the Sept- 
ember article clearly identified 
three of these sheets. Now we 
can partly identify the fourth

sheet because Mr. Bacon was so 
kind as to forward the top ten 
stamps for our inspection. The 
word “POSTAEE” is caused by 
the letter “G” being imperfect. 
The letter is remarkably clear 
and it is not necessary for one 
to use a magnifying glass or his 
imagination to see the variety. 


The final link in our chain of 
evidence is the fact that the top 
ten stamps- -five in each of the 
first two horizontal rows- -do not 
correspond in anyway to the top 
ten of the other three sheets. Not 
one of the stamps in sheet “D” 
has any of the flaws found in 
sheets “A”, “B” or “C” and not 
one of the flaws found in sheet 
“D” is to be found in “A”, “B” 
or “C”, For the benefit of those 
who may be interested in check- 
ing for sheet “D’”, the minute 
flaws are listed with the warn- 
ing that since only one sheet in 
part has been examined these 
cannot be definitely classed as 
constant flaws at this time. How- 
ever, the presence of several of 
them should indicate with rea- 
sonable certainty that the sheet 
is from plate “D”, 


Don’t overlook the fact that only 
sheet “D” may have been with- 
held from distribution when the 
defective ‘‘“G” was discovered and 
that the other three sheets may 
exi8t in large quantities. For, if 
the variety was not discovered 
early in the printing it is quite 
possible that the sheets printed 
from the plate adjoining sheet 
“D” were perfectly normal and 
therefore issued along with the 
two additional sheets. That some 
of the “D” sheets slipped out be- 
fore the defective “G” was dis- 
covered is proved by the fact that 
Mr. Bacon has one. The ques- 
tion now arises. “Are there any 
others?” This should send all col- 
lectors to their Denmark Flag 
stamps to search for the ‘POS- 
TAEE” variety. 


The .American Bank Note Co. 
may never divulge what actually 
took place in the Denmark print- 
ing, but until some better theory 
comes along we'll stick to the one 
that four plates were actually used 
and that the defective “G” in 
“POSTAGE” was the cause of 
the two additional plates. You 
will probably have to use a mag- 
nifying glass on some of these 
minute markings, but we believe 


you'll find most of them: 
Sheet “D” (Pos. #1-10) 

1.. black dot at left of flagpole 
near top; also, Llack dot in lower 
right red field in gap between 
vertical black shading lines, 

2..“POSTAEE” in engraved 
part of stamp. 

3. .red dot on top of flag at 
right of white cross bar. 

6. .in lower vertical bar of 
white cross red dot just above 
black shading. 

7. . black dot at left of “D” of 
Denmark. 

8. . in left bar of white cross, 
black dot to the left of shading 
lines, 

9. .in lower left red field, black 
dash between the lower row of 
black shading and the next high- 
er rows above and to the left. 

10.. in upper left red field, 
very heavy black dot in left ver- 
tical line of black shading. 

Also, the vertical black shading 
lines which extend from the top 
left red field and curve through 
the middle of the white cross | 
down into the lower left red field ' 
are broken in the white cross in 
positions #2, 5, 8 and 10.
